A vast and meaningful panorama 
of early Israel's history was un- 
rolled before the patriotic Teach- 
er's 
eyes, as He looked toward 


Jericho, with its thoughts of Jos- 
hua; and toward Jordan, the river 
of decision.

found such dear friends in the lit- 
tle adult family of Martha, Laza- 
rus and Mary. Perhaps a casual 
act of hospitality first opened the 
doors of the home which soon 
became the prized refuge of the 
Master.

RAILWAY FARES 


The public welcomes, and 


perhaps the railroads them- 
selves should welcome, the 
examiner's report to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commis- 
sion on the subject of pass- 
enger fares. The rate now 
throughout the country is 
given as 3.6 cents per pas- 
senger mile. 
The 
report, 


made after an extensive in- 
uuiry, suggests a 
flat 
2 


cents for coaches 
and

cents for Pullmans. 


Exact apraisal of the pro- 


posed rates is a matter for 
experts. But almost anyone

This i» not a 
large number of absentees and in- 
dicates only a small interest In 
the approaching election by the 
Navarro county electorate when 
seven proposed amendments to the 
constitution of Texas will be pa 
ed on by Texas voters. 
The polls will be opened at S 
o'clock and will close at 7 o'clock. 


All election officials have been 
advised and requested to telephone 
the results of the election as soon 
as the count has been completed, 
to the Corsicana Daily Sun (col- 
lect) by County Judge C. E. Mc- 
Williams and County Clerk Powell. 
The Daily Sun will compile and 
tabulate the vote in Navarro coun- 
ty on the night of tho election, and 
it is necessary for the returns from 
each of the 48 boxes to be receiv- 
ed as soon as possible as a total 
county vote cannot be procured 
unless all boxes are reported. 
Returns from the election over 
the state will be brought to the 
Sun office on the night of the 
election over a specially leased 
wire and the returns will be an- 
nounced over a loud speaker sys- 
tem. 


The commissioners' court recent- 
y checked the election judges' lists 
in their precinct boxes and made 
all plans for the holding of the 
election.

Lificate was given to you to show 
to the election officers that you 
arc a qualified voter in the pre- 
cinct in which you Ijye. It is your 
duty to co-operate with your elec- 
tion officers to the end that your 
vote may be cast with as little de- 
lay as possible. 
Remember there 
are others beside yourself who 
want to vote. 


"These seven proposed amend- 
nents are published and explained 
iy your local newspapers from 
time to time for your benefit. You 
should read and study them or 
jef some better informed person 
to explain to you their meaning, 
so that you may be able to go to 
the polls and vote intelligently. 
And remember if you 'do not pre- 
sent a 1934 poll tax receipt or an 
exemption 
certificate and 
your 


lame is not found on the poll'and 
exemption list that the county sup- 
>Ucs to each precinct, you will not 
permitted to vote. 


"If you are a qualified voter 
and you can not make out your 
ballot, one of the election judges 
will assist you, but no one else Is 
illowed to do this except an elec- 
tion officer. 
Anv violation of the 
election laws in or around the 
polls will be strictly prohibited "

The measure sets the 
royalty 
at not less than 2 1-2 per cent. 
This will be divided among the 
states, the reclamation fund and

fund will receive 52 1-2 per cent

been working 44 hours a week, 
with time off for all overtime.

Costs Are Heavy 


"It Is demonstrated by the fact 


that In one city alone bookie shopn 
are paying fines aggregating $1500 
monthly which harve come out of 
the pockets of the gamblers," he 
continued. 


"Moreover, In one city alone one 


group of bookie shops pay $1,400 
a week for their racing news serv- 
ice, 
and this comes out of the 
gamblers' pockets. 


"No matter what odds are really 


offered, some bookie shops put a 
limit of 20 to 1 on what they pay, 
and they get the difference, even if 
the fjctual odds are 40 to 1." ' 


While appealing primarily for 


support of the local officers, Gov- 
ernor Allred said Texas Rangers 
had been placed at the disposal and 
imagined "they will find out if the 
injunction is being violated."

Senator Conally (D-Tex.)

introduced a three-point substitute 
for the Thomas oil regulation bill. 
It provides for congressional rat- 


ification of the Dallas 
interstate 


compact for oil and gas conserve- 
tlon, gives authority for the presi- 
dent and tariff commission to lim- 
it imports and makes permanent 
the Connally "hot oil" law. 


President Roosevelt last week In 
a special message asked congress 
to pass legislation granting con- 
sent for interstate compacts such 
as that signed at Dallas last Feb- 
ruary. It already has been rati- 
fied by New Mexico, Kansas, Ok- 
lahoma, Illinois. Colorado "and Tex- 
as. 
.

While he limited his message to 
that one point, senators from oil- 
producing states said the presi- 
dent would approve of broader 
legislation. 


The Thomas bill goes much far- 
ther than the Connally plan. 
It 
grants congressional consent for 
interstate compacts and author- 
izes the president to restrict im- 
ports on recommendation of the 
federal petroleum administration, 
which has been extended until 
April 1 by the new NRA act. 
It also authorizes the petroleum 
board to estimate the demand and 
production necessary to meet the 
demand and inform the states of 
the figures. 


It would give the board author- 
ity to administer the "hot on

state laws, and would authorize 
voluntary agreements In the indus- 
try covering plans for. developing 
new pools and refining operations, 
subject to the approvial of the 
president where they provided for 
waiving the criminal provisions of 
the anti-trust laws.

blance of federal control of pro- 
duction within any state.

THOUSAND DEAD, INJURED 
AND HOMELESS, AND PRO- 
PERTY LOSS $25,000,000 


TURIN, Aug. 14.—W— 


Several thousand remaining 
residents of the valley be- 
low the Ovada dam, which 
burst yesterday with an es- 
timated loss of 250 lives, 
fled in terror to mountain 
refugees today as a rumor 
spread another dam above Ovada 
had collapsed. 
The 
terror-stricken 
populace 
broke through ranks of police and 
soldiers and commandeered every 
vehicle and animal with which 
they could depart to the surround- 
ing; mountains. 
The people already hadi been 
driven 'into near-hysteria by the 
horrors of the preceding day in 
which their homes and relatives 
were swept away by a powerful 
wall of water when the hydro- 
electric dam burst. 
The estimate of 250 dead follow- 
ed an original report by rescue 
agencies that 1,000 were killed and 
a later estimate of only 100 deau. 
The provincial authorities said 
several hundred persons were suf- 
fering from injuries, shock, and 
exposure as a result of the sudden 
torrent which covered 40 square 
miles. 
Rescue squads, consisting most- 
ly of Fascist troops, found the 
Orba 
river valley in Northern 
Italy, scene of the flood, a sea of 
mud, 
the torrents having receded. 
The water swept over an area 
of 40 square miles yesterday and 
damage was estimated at 300,000,- 
000 lira (about $25,000,000). 
All crops In the path of the 


flood—grapes, 
grain, 
fruit 
and 
vegetables—were 
destroyed. 
At 
least 100 houses were demolished. 
Rescue workers said it was like- 


ly that some of the bodies cover- 
ed by the debris never would be 
recovered. 
It was believed that 
women and children made up the 
greater part of the death list. 
Their homes were smashed In on 
them as the? rested from the mid- 
day heat.

terrific roar and the shattered, 
dam loosed the raging torrents on 
the valley.

Housed and Factories Collapse.

A large number of persons, res- 
cue workers said, were drowned 
almost without warning In tne 
town of Ovada. 
Not a head of 
livestock was believed to have es- 
caped in all the valley. 
Rescue work was slow and diffi- 
cult. The ruined valley was piled 
high with debris beneath which 
lay the bodies of the victims. The 
hydro-electric station was virtually 
demolished, all light and power 
shut off.
